A famous French battle painting 
called “The Last Cartridges.” the work 
of Alphonse de Neuville, represents the 
desperate defense of an old house at 
Bazeilles by a handful of French ma­ 
rines against great odds. 
Doubt hav­ 
ing been cast upon the authenticity of 
this episode, the French government 
has published the official report made 
by Commandant Lambert, who com­ 
manded the detachment at Bazeilles. 
The report is simply a plain, unvar­ 
nished recital of the events of a thrill­ 
ing and heroic series of engagements 
in which undaunted bravery aud reck­ 
less courage were truly displayed and 
which would furnish abundant mate­ 
rial for a dram atist in need of a text 
for a stirring play. 
This Is the brief 
story as it was recounted by the brave 
commandant; 
Lambert had been wounded by a ball 
in the leg and was unable to walk more 
than a few steps. 
With a few officers 
and a detachment of his soldiers, cut 
off from the main body of the French 
army, he took refuge in an isolated 
house at the highest point in Bazeilles 
and defended It against the Germans. 
Firing from the windows and any 
other openings that they could find, 
the soldiers inflicted heavy loss upon 
the enemy, who swarmed through the 
streets of the town. 
They believed 
that they would soon be rescued by 
their own troops. 
They still beard the sound of their 
mitrailleuses and the detonations of 
the French chassepots, which they 
could distinguish perfectly well from 
the sounds of the guns of the Bava­ 
rians about them. 
They did not know that these sounds 
came from a French force as hopeless­ 
ly walled in as they themselves were 
and that the main body of their coun­ 
trymen had deserted them. 
At one time, seeing a chance for 
their escape. Lambert tried to send his 
comrades away while he and a few 
soldiers were to remain and fall Into 
the hands of the enemy, but they re­ 
fused to go. Meantime projectiles of 
all sorts were raining Into the old 
house. 
Bullets perforated the doors 
and windows until but little remained 
of them. 
Tho building was entirely 
surrounded by the Fifteenth Bavarian 
regiment 
A bombshell crashed through the 
roof, bearing down with it several 
men. Others were cut down by Vava- 
rlan bullets. But the fight went on for 
a long time, and the Frenchmen were 
able to keep their assailants at bay. 
At last, however, the ammunition 
gave out. As the last cartridges were 
fired the men. having heard the Bava­ 
rians’ demand that no quarter be given 
those Frenchmen because of the heavy 
losses they had inflicted, proposed to 
issue from the building with charged 
bayonets and sell their lives dearly in 
a hand to hand conflict. 
But their commander, the wounded 
Lambert, waited until the last car­ 
tridge was 
fired; 
then 
be 
limped 
through the door aud confronted the 
swarming Bavarians alone. 
He de­ 
clared that lf they killed him it would 
be time for his soldiers to die. and it 
was possible that be. their commander.

The Press and to all friends 
along the Line of the N. P. Ry., 
and International and Bemidji. 
I send thi6 message with much of 
sadness and 
regret, 
because I am 
leaving some very close and dear 
friends in the Northwest both person­ 
al and official. 
Of regret that I give 
up the office of President September 
1st and leave this part of the country 
and the many friends in the railroad 
service and along the line without 
whose loyal support the Northern 
Pacific could not have accomplished 
what it has. 
I take this opportunity of extend­ 
ing my heartfelt thanks to every one 
for their consideration and help. 
On October 23rd, 1903 I became 
president of the 
Northern 
Pacific. 
Since then the growth of the country, 
the kindly attitude of the public and 
of the press, the judgment, ability 
and courage of 
the 
directors and 
stock-holders in raising money and 
the earnest support of the officers 
and employes have all combined to 
make a greater and better railroad 
of what was a great railroad then. 
In ten years the miles of track of the 
Northeru Pacific not including Its 
important subordinate controlled and 
affiliated roads have increased from 
7433 to 10015 and the gross earn­ 
ings from this trackage have increas­ 
ed from $46,142,000.00 to $72,675,- 
000.00 in spite of the building of 
new lines and the sub division of 
business in territory formerly served 
by the Northern Pacific alone. 
These figures tell something of the 
growth of the Northwest in the past 
ten years, but I believe the next ten 
will show a greater growth in all 
directions 
I am very glad that I 
have had ten years experience in this 
wonderful Northwest, have been a 
part of the management of the North­ 
ern Pacific and have helped to devel­ 
op an organization that can now 
carry forward the work and that I 
leave the property in better condition 
than ever before, to do its work as 
one of the great agencies for build­ 
ing up the Northwest. 
To be able 
to turn the management of the com­ 
pany’s affairs over to men now in the 
service who know the country, the 
people, the officers, the employes ‘and 
the railroad, is extremely gratyfying 
to me. 
The executive committee of 
the Board of Directors have authoriz­ 
ed me to make the following state­ 
ment: 
“After having carefully con­ 
sidered the situation created by the 
impending retirement from the pres­ 
idency of the company of Mr. Howard 
Elliott, the executive committee has 
decided to recommend to the board 
of directors the following plan for 
meeting it. 
iThe creation 
of the 
office of chairman of tue board ana 
promotion of Mr. Wm. P. Clough, now 
first vice president to fill that posi­ 
tion; promotion of Mr. Jule M. Han- 
naford, now second vice president, to 
be president, promotion of Mr. George 
T. Slade, now' third vice president, 
to be first vice president.” 
These gentlemen are all experienc­ 
ed loyal Northern Pacific men and 
will work as hard in the future as 
they have in the past for the upbuild­ 
ing of the Northwest and the North­ 
ern Pacific. 
I ask for them, the asme loyal sup­ 
port and cordial treatment that has 
always been given to me, both offic­ 
ially and personally. 
So I am sad that events seem to 
make it best for me to take up the 
work in the east, yet I am glad 
that I am leaving the Northern Pa­ 
cific in fine condition and in good 
hands. 
I am not going to say “ Good Bye” 
because I shall hope to see many of 
toy friends from the Northwest when 
they are in New England, Boston and 
New York and when my vacation time 


comes in 1914 and 1915 I shall hope 
to make a trip over the Northern Pa­ 
cific, the best railroad in the Ameri­ 
can Northwest.

C hristopher Lake, the Inventor, Makes 
Announcem ent T hat He H as Solved 
Problem 
of 
Making 
Flying 
Safe. 
Practical Model of Multiplane Type 
Has Worked Well, It Is Asserted. 


Christopher J. L ake lately announced 
to the Aero club tha t he had solved the 
problem of m aking aeroplanes safe and 
tha t lie would give a public dem on­ 
stration of his m achine in A ugust at 
his aerodrom e in Bridgeport, Conn. 
It is Impossible, he said, for his m a­ 
chine to plunge to the earth, as the 
present type of aeroplane so frequently 
does, even when the engine stops. 
It 
will glide to the e a rth slowly and keep 
an even keel. 
T he Inventor is vice president of the 
Lake Torpedo Boat company, m anufac­ 
turers of the Lake subm arines, an d is 
father of Simon Lake, the inventor of 
the subm arin e w hich bears the fnmily 
name. 
l i e says tha t in his aeroplane 
he has npplied the sam e principles 
which w ere used In creating stability 
in the subm arin e and adds tha t the 
problems of un d er w ate r and air navi­ 
gation are much the same. 
Has Tried It and It W orks. 
Mr. L ake has alread y taken out cer­ 
tain paten ts for the new aeroplane, 
and others are pending. Ix » th In this 
country and abroad. 
Until these pat­ 
ents are assured he Is unw illing to de­ 
scribe jus t how 
he has solved the 
problem, but lie asserts tha t he has 
d em on strated the practical efficiency 
of his device w ith a full size m achine 
w hich he has been using a t Bridge­ 
po rt 
If a gust of w ind strikes one side 
of the L ake m achine, its inventor says, 
or if one side falls into an “air hole’’ 
(In? aeroplane will tip slightly 
and 
then recover its balance of itself 
Be­ 
cause of its even keel in descending 
the new m achine presents u broad sur­ 
face to the air continually und comes 
dow n like a parachute, ex cept tha t it 
takes a long glide. 
In his ex perim ents w ith models Mr. 
Lake suspended a model from a con­ 
siderable height, bottom upw ard, and 
cut the string. 
T he m achine righted 
Itself, he says, like a cut anil glided 
dow n u long air Incline tu the earth. 
Dropped sidew ays also, the m aehine 
righted itself and sailed dow n safely. 
No Need of High Speed. 
Mr. Lake places stron g em phasis on 
the ability of Ids aeroplane to tak e 
the air and stay in the air at reduoed 
speeds. 
T he driver of the type of m a­ 
chine now In use has to have his en­ 
gine going very fast l>efore the plane 
will leave the e a rth a t all. 
Mr. Lake 
says tha t Ids m achine will rise a t a 
speed of only a few miles an hour—an 
easy driving gait. 
This m achine Is of 
the 
hydroaeroplane 
type 
and 
is 
a 
“ m ulti” w ith the planes arranged like 
steps, but his new m ethod will work 
Just as well w ith monoplanes o r bi­ 
planes.

Christopher Lake, the Inventor, Makes 
Announcem ent T h at He Has Solved 
Problem 
of 
Making 
Flying 
Safe. 
Practical Model of Multiplane Type 
H as Worked Well, It Is Asserted. 


Christopher J. Lake lately announced 
to the Aero club that lie had solved the 
problem of making aeroplanes safe and 
that ha would give a public demon­ 
stration of his machine in August at 
I bls aerodrome in Bridgeport, Conn. 
It Is Impossible, he said, for his ma­ 
chine to plunge to the earth, as the 
present type of aeroplane so frequently 
does, even when the engine stops. 
It 
will glide to the earth slowly and keep 
an even keel. 
The inventor is vice pres blent of the 
Lake Torpedo Boat company, tnnnufac- 
: turers of the Lake submarines, and Is 
father of Simon Lake, the inventor of 
the submarine which hears the family 
name. 
He says that In his aeroplane 
he has applied the same principles 


I which were used In creating stability 
in the submarine and adds that tile 
problems of under w ater and air navi­ 
gation are much the same. 
Has Tried It and It Works. 
Mr. Lake has already taken out cer­ 
tain patents for the new aeroplane, 
and others are pending, tioth In this 
country and abroad. 
Until these pat­ 
ents nre assured he is unwilling to de­ 
scribe Just how he has solved the 
problem, but be asserts that he hns 
demonstrated the practical efficiency 
of his device with a full size machine 
which he has been using at Bridge­ 
p o rt 
If n gust of wind strikes one side 
of the Lake machine, its inventor says, 
or lf one side falls into an ‘’air hole” 
I the aeroplane will tip slightly and 
tiien recover its balance of Itself. Be- | 
! cause of its even keel iii descending 1 
' the new machine presents a broad sur- I 
I face to tile air continually and comes 
| down like a parachute, except that it 
| takes a long glide. 
In his experiments with models Mr 
| Lake suspended a model from a con- 
1 aldern hie height, bottom upward, and 
I cut the string. 
The machine righted 
I Itself, he says, like a cut and glided 
down a long air incline to the earth. 
Dropped sideways also, the machine I 
righted Itself and sailed down safely. 
No Need of High Speed. 
Mr. Lake places strong emphasis on 
the ability of his aeroplane to take 
the air and stay In the air ut reduced 
speeds. 
The driver of the type of ma­ 
chine now in use has to have his en­ 
gine going very fast In*fore the plane 
will leave tile earth at all. 
Mr. Lake 
says timt his machine will rise at a 
speed of only a few miles an hour—an 
easy driving gait. 
This machine is of 
the 
hydroaeroplane 
typo and 
is a 
“multi” with the planes arranged like 
steps, hut his new method will work 
Just as well with monoplanes or bi­ 
planes.
